As 
au enemy he was terrible,—as a friend and 
ally he was mild and gentle in his disposition, 
and fi'.iihf,.! to his engagements. His vigil- 
ance once saved frum massacre the inhaui- 
tants of the little village of German Flats, 
and in the Revolutionary War his influence 
induced the Oncidas to.take uparmsiu favor 
of the Americans. Soon after Mr. Kirkland 
established his mission at Oneida, SKENAN- 
DOAH embraced the doctrines of the Gospel, 
and for the rest of his life lived a consistent 
Christian. lie often repeated his wish thathe 
might be buried by the side of his old teacher 
and spiritual father, that he might " go tip 
with him at the great resurrection.1' Al- 
though he could speak bat little English, 
and in his extreme oldagewas entirely blind, 
y^ct many sought his company. In conversa- 
tion he was hicly decorous, evincing constant 
:afe not to give pain by any remark or reply. 
Unon one occasion he was visited by a party 
of young ladies who found him at his house 
reclining upon his couch.
